The Defcnceu of Canada. 



On several occasions lately, wu Lave di- 
rected attention to the nowiy inaugurated Im- 
perial policy, as put lot th in the parliamentary 
report on Colonial military expenditure, of 
making tlio British Americans supply the 
money and men for external and internal de- 
fence. We then tool; occasion to show that so 
long as Great Britain withholds Irani the Prov- 
ince's the national right of a voice in making 
war and peace, and above nil a voice in shap- 
ing the policy of the nation, it could not b u 
expected that British America would consent 
to tax itself heavily to provide against any 
possible invasion from the .States. The fall ol 
the late Canadian Ministry, whatever may have 
been the remote cause.;, was immediately duo 
la its attempt to expend a very huge sum in 
putting the militia of that Province on a more 
efficient footing ; and wo may lairly infer that 
the inauguration of a new Mini-try is a posi- 
tive proof of a disposition amen;;' tlio Canadi- 
ans to reject the new Imperial policy on mili- 
tary expenditure. We have no notion that 
the Imperial Government is disposed to press 
the matter to a crisis; at the same time the 
the influence ol the representatives ol the 
Crown will be felt in Provincial polities, di- 
recting the Colonial mind towards the speedy 
adoption of the new Imperial policy, lint ft 
will prove a hopeless undertaking, so long as 
the existing relations between tlio Provinces 
and Imperial Government are maintained, or 
so long as the Provincials continue to occupy 
a subordinate position to their brethren in 
Crent Britain. At a dinner given lately to 
the Governor-General of Canada, Lord Morick, 
in Montreal, he took occasion to refer to the 
defences of Canada, and has, in consequence, 
been very severely handled by some sections of 
the Provincial press, and called oat a discus- 
sion that lias been participated in very gene- 
rally. It is charged against Lord ftlonck that 
he has unnecessarily attempted to excite a war- 
like feeling against the States ; and has, more- 
over, taken a position for which his Ministry 
is not responsible. Sonic of the New York 
papers have concurred in this view, so far as 
engendering dislike to the States. On the 
other hand, some of the Canadian papers de- 
fend the Governor General, stating that there 
is danger of an American invasion of Canada, 
and though the Ministry may not he responsi- 
ble for his opinions, his bold utterance, of the 
opinions held by the Imperial Government 
should be accepted as a warning, sufficient to 
cause the Provinces to anticipate an attack. 
As the speech ol Lord Monck is regarded as 
very important, we make the following extract 
on military defences : 

"This demonstration was not intended as a per- 
sonal compliment to himself. 1'e accepted it us 
the evidence of their loyalty to the Sovereign 
whom he represented. The kindness shown him 
emboldened him to take the license of a friend, and 
not officially, to say that everything concerning 
this noble Provinco was dear to' him. Canada oc- 
cupies a position not enjoyed by a community of 
a similar size. They ha"d government of their 
own, commerce secured without expense, lie teas 
bound to say t/mt this condition could no longer 
exist. The external relation of. Canada prohibited 
it. There is hut one quarter that Canada can fear 
an attack — from the Republic on our borders. 
Within the past year that nation has been turned 
into a cainp, We heard of these changes with re- 
gret, and shall welcome the day whon peace, shall 
be restored to that country. Cut we cannot ignore 
tae existence of those armies. Wo need not fear 
immediate a' tack. II a read an extract shelving 
that it' we want to preserve peace with that power 
we must anticipate attack, but we should not wait 
until an attack takes place before preparing, li e 
must lie in a state of efficient detent e. These arc 
tcords of the ablest statesman in England, the jire- 
sent Prime Minister of England, under whom he 
had taken the hardest lessons in politics. The 
whole resources of the Empire will be put forth 
to protect Canada. Hut the colonics form a part 
of that Empire, its imperial resources. If such 
necessity arises it will be dealt witli in no niggard 
manner. lie could not give an account of what 
England could do but he could say what she could 
not do. She could not furnish the men to Jl'iht. 
But such as she can give will be given, lle'did 
not wish for a Canadian standing army, but that 
they should put forth s.une effort in their own de- 
fence. The commercial corriniuuity should take 
ordinary precaution of insuring themselves. The 
•mora! eliect of suoh insurance would bo great. 

The Montreal Herald cetisnrcs the course of 
the Governor-General, even though be gave 
utterance to his opinions unofficially, and 
quotes the following remarkable comments on 
his speech from the Courricrdc Si. Uyucinlhe: 

Whatever may bo the official character of those 
words, we can say that, repeated elsewhere, they 
would have upon the future of our country, and 
upon our line of conduct as English colonists, a 
great power and influence. Taking them literally, 
and according to them the signi 
they in reality possoss, and wo mi 
ourselves delivered from our oblii 
the Metropolitan Mate. Our allej 
land is only conditional ; the coni[ 
tween her and our fathers was a cc 
and reciprocal, in refusing to pur 
of the conditions, England relieves 
All social treaties rest upon reciprocal fidelity ; the 
first of the contracting parties who becomes un- 
faithful relieves tlio other from his portion of duties 
and obligations. Our condition as a colony has 
for its foundation the protection of England; that 
foundation being undermined, the whole edifice 
of the connection must come to the ground. 
National independence will spring from the ruins 
of that edifice, destroyed and overturned by Eng- 
land alone. 

The English press continues to discuss the ques- 
tion of the colonial defences, giving it a particular 
interest. Its language becomes more and moro 
expressive; it decides upon our affairs with an 
authority before which we ought to protest (lever 
la tele) ; it pronounces upon our future and rales 
our destinies with a coolness revolting to our 
national honor. 

The Toronto Olobe in reviewing the speech 
takes occasion to express opinions directly 
opposite to that of Lord .Monck. It says: 

" Lot Lord Monck pause before lie recommends 
anything su monstrous, lie desires, in common 
with the entire Canadian people, to preserve Brit- 
ish connection. Ed him beware lest he brings 
about tho rosult which ho designs to avoid. Let 
him take care; that ho does not convince tlio people 
of Canada that it is better to become a part of the 
United States than to live the slaves of a constant 
dread of invasion, wasting their money and their 
time, and destroying their prosperity in attempts 
to make themselves as strong in a military point 
of view as their neighbors." 

On tho contrary the Hamilton Spectator 
says of the above extrnot : 

" It is little Bhort of treason to advise inaction 
at a tunc like this, and the Globe is doin- its 
utmost to lull the people of this country into ;B 
false security. Lord Monck has done well to sound 
the note of warning, and loyal men must sec to it 
that the warning la hooded. The time has come 
when the people must prepare fur action, fur there 
is no telling how soon danger may be precipitated. 

Cricket Match 
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The Dinner to tho Hon. M. Cameron. 

It is not often that the inhabitants of Vic- 
toria enjoy so raro a treat us it was tho jjoud 
fortune of thoso who attended the compli- 
mentary dinner given on Wednesday even- 
ing to the lion. Malcolm Cameron. Such 
events arc like angels' visits — few ar.d far 
between. It must have been gratifying to 
all who participated in the festivities of the 
evening to observe tho perfect unanimity 
which prevailed in doing honor to our dis- 
tinguished visitor. No one there could deny 
but that whatever od'oils have been made on 
the i part of our citizons to do justice to the 
occasion, fhey were superabundantly re- 
warded by the enjoyment every one must 
huvu experienced at tho varied and exten- 
sive information imparted to them on ninny 
points of vital importance to tho inter- 
ests of tho whole community. Wo sco in 
tho visit of tho honorable gentleman— the 
guest of tho evening — ike commencement of 
our emancipation from the oomploto isola- 
tion in which wu have since our origin ex- 
isted with regard to tho outer-woild. It 
must bu apparent to every una who gives 
the subject the slightest attention, that the 
dawn of inter-colonial intercourse is about 
to unfold itself to us over a path of which we 
havo so long desired the inauguration anil 
completion. The honorable gentleman re- 
marked thai he expected to revisit us within 
three yuars by moans of steamboats and 
sta^u coaches on tho overland road lo British 
Columbia. 

Wo shall be happy io receive as visitors 
and take pleasure in visiting our Colonial 
neighbors of the Eastern Provinces; and the 
day is not far distant when wu shall have 
not only visitors but a complete chain of set- 
tlements Iroin the Atlantic to the Pacific sea- 
board, all within British North America, 
linked together by the strong bonds of interest 
and brotherhood, livery one must have felt 
gratified at the extremely hopeful light in 
which Mr. Cameron depicted our future pros- 
perity. Coming from a man ol his slump — of 
his acknowledged ability — of his extensive in- 
formation and varied experience : from one 
wdio was born if, a Colony and has seen and 
watched its progress from a stripling into one 
of the most thriving mid important colonies of 
the British Crown --such views ate entitled to 
the greatest reliance. In conclusion, this 
Colony may well congratulate herself that she 
is beginning to attract so great a degree of 
attention abroad : that the enlightened views 
entertained by the lending statesmen ol Canada 
on all matters concerning the well-being and 
progress of the British American possessions, 
lias directed their attention towards the great 
advantages to be derived from a closer con- 
nection with a country affording such vast 
facilities for controlling tlio trade of Eastern 
Asia as ours, dues. And let us hope that the 
ideas unfolded and canvassed by Mr. Cameron 
the other evening tit the butiquct, tnav not fill 
on barren ground. 



A Word or two about Hie Bcmtiiick 
Arm ICqute ''—Facts arc Stub- 
born Tilings." 

Eoitor British Colonist — Sir: We have 
lately been entertained by a very long account 
signed " Viator," dictated, no doubt, by tho well 
known philanthropic and liberal spirit which so 
highly characterizes the writer, condemning in a 
very sweeping manner the proposed road (over 
which he never traveled,) from the North Bciltiuck 
Ann to the northern mines.

" We arc now at the head of navigation, nuil 
start to morrow. 1 have bought Mr. Young's 
goods. I sent a letter by him to you, in which 1 
stated thai 1 had full faith ill the successful issue 
of the enterprise, I leave Mr. Wilson here with 
part of the goods at the Depot. Please send word 
to Mr. Geo. Shaw, at Lillooct, to start with tho 
horses, and 1 will meet him at Alexandria, or the 
mouth of the Qucsuello ; I have a load of goods 
for him here. Tell Mr. Green 1 have little conveni- 
ence here for writing. but that Licul. Palmer and stall' 
havo passed the Slide, and left their horses with 
me until I get the road cut. 1 am to meet them 
when 1 gel through. Lieut, rainier is satisfied 
thai the road is practicable, only it wants straight- 
ening out, and some portions of it put on more 
passable ground, which can easily be done," 

Mr. Wilson, above referred In, writes to Mr. 
Spcnce to address his letters lo Alexandria, lo the 
care of his friend Mr. Barron, who left here on 
the Labouckcrc, and carried Mr. Hood's goods 
through to the i'raser. 

Not possessing the panoramic powers of descrip- 
tion of Mr. Waddington, and still less (God for- 
bid ! ) tho pantomimic powers of "Viator," f am 
compelled lo confine myself to the ubove lew plain, 
matter of-fact remarks. My object is lo let the 
public know what is being done, so that they may 
judge for themselves. 1 consider it also a duty to 
Mr. Hood, who is absent, actively employed in the 
construction of tlio Beiltilick Ann Trail. 

In conclusion, i havo only to say, that 1 would 
recommend the public to look very carefully before 
they leap into Bute Inlet.

The owner has the privilege of putting an up-set 
price upon each animal or other produce to be dis- 
posed of. 

Resident non-subscribers, by paying an entrance 
tec of two tb. liars, will be allowed the privilege of 
competing at the Society's Show of KSb2. 

All foreign Bulls, Stallions, Rams and Boars, 
also Agricultural Implements, will bo allowed io 
compete free of entrance fees at the Society's Show 
of 1861. 

Every exhibitor of field Pens, Beans, Grain, and 
(Jrccn Crops, shall have a label upon each, stating, 

Where the seed was obtained ,-

Indian Outrages and Murders. 

Tho Hudson Hay Company's steamer Ln- 
bourclierd arived from tlie Northwest Consi of 
British Columbia yesterday, by way of Ntiniri- 
nio and Port Rupert. U. M. S. Devastation 
sailed from Fort Rupert on Monday week, for 
a cruise on tlio coast, and probably to search 
lor and punish the [ndidna guilty of the lute 
outrages on whites. 

Oapt. Swanson confirms the report of the 
opening of the Coast Ruute from the head of 
Bentinclc Ann, and says that all the animals 
have started with pucks for Cariboo. 
IIOBRIBIiJ! BUTC1IHRY Of TWO WHITE 
MEN. 

Tho sloop Porfpci Cure, Capt. Robinson, 
also arrived yesterday afternoon from the 
Northwest Coast with several returning 
Stickoetl adventurers. 

Capt. Robjnson furnishes us with the ac- 
count of the finding of the bodies of two 
white men about a fortnight since on the 
southerly end of Princess Royal Island, 
which is about 50 miles above Alii bank 
Sound' He says that his vessel was in 
company with three canoes, the crew from 
one of which went ashore on the island 
in search of water, and, on stepping 
ashore, one of th<? parties discovered a 
human Head, covered with blood, lying ou 
the beach. The lace was that of a man about 
'J.") years of age, A short distance from the 
beach the party discovered the headless body 
d! a man, to which Iho head had doubtless be- 
longed. The body, partially naked, lay on 
a blanket, and was horribly mutilated. One 
of the feet of the corpse was covered with a 
lii int. The other boot had evidently been stolen. 
The parly, not knowing how many lurking foes 
might be concealed in the bushes, prepared to 
have the island, when another body was dis- 
covered lying a short distance oil'. This body 
was also partially naked, and had been gashed 
across the stomach so that the bowels protrud- 
ed. The head and throat, however, were un- 
touched. The parly then returned immedi- 
ately to their boat and shoved oil, preferring 
to sailer thirst than to remain for any length 
of time in close proximity to the glmstly re- 
mains or the red-skinned murderer?. The 
bodies gave no evidence of decomposition, and 
the opinion of those who saw them is that the 
murders had not been perpetrated more than 
twenty-four Jhours previous to the discovery. 
Xo Indians nor canoes were seen anywhere 
about, and the Perfect Cure, in company with 
the'others, sailed from the vicinity the uextday. 
The canoe in which are (he party that saw the 
bodies, is hourly expected to arrive from Na- 
imimo, when a full and correct account will be 
obtained. 

A RECENT ROBBERY BY INDIANS, 
Cue of the passengers by the J'erlect Cure 
is Patrick Morgan. I Ic was one of a party ci 
twelve men in two canoes who were robbed of 
everything they possessed and 'one of their 
ennoes, and fired on by Chimsean Indians, 50 
miles south of Fort Simpson. The savages, 
headed by their chief, professed to he very 
friendly on the evening before the outrage, but 
at dawn the next morning took possession of 
the canoes by pointing loaded muskets at the 
head of Morgan, who was the only man aboard 
at the time, (the remaining 11 having camped 
ashore J. Alter robbing both canoes of every 
article of value which they contained, the eanoo 
occupied by Morgan was cut adrift, and he 
managed to reach the shore and awaken his 
companions, upon whom a perfect shower of 
bullets was lircd by Indians concealed in 
the bushes. They succeeded in reaching the 
canoe in safely, and pusi.od off, and four days 
after the outrage were [licked up by the 
schooner Black I law k, and taken to Fort 
Simpson, where they received every attention. 

The Black Hawk subsequently brought 
Ihern to Nnnaimo, Morgan says that him- 
self and companions arn greatly indebted lo 
Capt. Hewitt, of the Black Hawk, and to 
Reginald Carwithin and Henry Blakesly, 
two of the passengers, and to the Hudson 
Bay Company's officers at Simpson, who 
denied themselves comforts and supplied the 
every want of the sufferers. At Fort Simp- 
son Morgan told his story to the captain of 
the Devastation, and described thu place at 
which the robbery was perpetrated. Capt. 
l'ike promised to search for the guilty parties. 
A statement of tho facts of the ease, we 
learn, will also bo laid before His Excellency 
to-day. 

FIRING INTO THE "PERFECT CURE." 
On Friday last, on passing near Kucatahs 
Rapids, below Fort Rupert, when 30 or dO 
feet from the shore of this island, an Indian, 
having a red shirt on, lired a musket or rifle 
at the captain of the Perfect Cure, who was 
taking in his sail at the time. The ball 
struck the side of tho sloop, where it buried 
itself and is still to be seen. Some 50 other 
Indians were on the beaeh and -witnessed 
the tiring. 



Melting Weather.— The past two days 
have been perfect scorchers. Old Sol, un- 
disturbed by the stiff south westerly breer.es 
which usually render our long summer days 
pleasant and agreeable, has relentlessly 
poured down his rays and scorched, parched 
or melted everything anil everybody in this 
portion of the terrestrial globe that has ven- 
tured within range of his focus. Hamlet, 
when ho says, " Oh, that this loo solid flash 
would melt," should have lived in Victoria 
liming yesterday and day before and he 
would have been run down to a greano-spot I 
in a very short space of limn. Sidney Smith's 
idea of taking off one's Ilosh and sitting in 
the skeleton, is sensible, and if it were only 
possible lo carry into practice, would recom- 
mend itself to general adoption ; but as 
there is no souse in complaining of what 
cannot be helped or might bo worse, we 
must make up our minds to grin and per- 
spire like philosophers Until tho cooling 
autumnal breezes bring us relief. 

Arrival t'ltoxi tub Sandwich Islands. — 
The barkentine .fenny Ford, Capt. McCarthy, 
arrived lust night, in 24 days from Uouolulu, 
S. I., with a full cargo of merchandise, prin- 
cipally Island produce. The steamer Thames, 
214 days trout London, arrived at Uouolulu 
July 17; passengers and crow all well ; dis- 
charged cargo and sailed for this port August 
2d. and was passed by the Jenny Ford (that 
left Honolulu one day subsequent to tho 
Thames J when three days put. The American 
schooner Elizu Ann had arrived at the [stands, 
and reports being board?d by savages off the 
coast of Patagonia, and Iho mate and cue 
seamen killed, and l tic captain wounded se- 
verely with a spear. She finally escaped 
from the clutches of the savages, and received 
assistance at a Chilleau port, The Labaina- 
lunu seminary was destroyed by lire July 26th.

Dinner to the Hon. Malcolm Cameron. 

On Woucsd'ay evcuing thu dinner to the 
Hon. Mulcolm Cameron, given by our citizens, 
came oil' ut the Colonial Hotel. Some sixty 
gentlemen sat down. Among them wcic. Chief 
Justice Cameron, Attorney General Cary, 
Provincial Secretary Young, Hon. A, Watson, 
Treasurer ; Surveyor General Pembcrlon ; Dr. 
Helmcken, Speaker of the Assembly ; Messrs. 
Southgute, Franklin, Riug, Trimble, Buruaby, 
M. P. Pa, besides a considerable number of 
our most prominent citizens. His Worship, 
the Mayor, took the chair, supported by John 
Coplaud, Esq., and C. M. Sproat, Esq., as 
Vice Presidents. 

After the delicacies under which the table 
groaned were duly discussed, thu following 
toasls were given :

"His Royai, IIiohnkss, Ai.ukht Edward, 
Prikoe ok Wales, and all the Royai. Family." 

" His Excellency, Governor Douglas ;"

Mr. Sproat then in LuidaOiue, pertinent 
speech, gave — 

*' Success to the Overland Route, coupl- 
ed with iho nam* of the Hon. Malcolm 
Cam k ron,'' which was drank with the 
greatest enthusiasm. 

Hon. Mr. Cameron thon ruse and delivered 
a very able speech which was frequently 
applauded. Wo regret that wo are tumble 
to give it at length. He expressed the 
warmest interest in tho overland roule ; pro- 
dicled that within three years, communica- 
tion in stages and steamboats would be open- 
ed between Canada and British Columbia ; 
indicated the interest taken in it by the 
Canadian and Home Governments, and felt 
glad that tho people hero were enlisted in 
its favor. He also alluded to the great 
future before this and the neighboring 
colony, both commercially and industrially; 
and was highly pleased with the capacity of 
this Island tu grow agricultural products. 
He was enamoured with our Free-Purl 
system, believing that the imposition of a 
tariff would bo suicidal, lie iudulged in 
many other excellent observations, and when 
ho fat down was greeted with vociferous ap- 
plause. 

Tho next toasls were : 

"Trie Bench ;" responded to by Chief 
Justice Cameron. 

".The Bar;" responded to by Attorney 
General Caty. 

"Tiic Press;" responded tj by Mr. Do- 
Cosmos and Mr. McLure. 

"The Mayor and City Council ;" re- 
sponded to by the Mayor and Mr. Copland. 

"Tue Ladies :" responded to by Mr. 
Franklin. 

Quite a number of other toasls were given ; 
many songs were sung ; and thu conviviali- 
ties "were kept up till about half-past two, 
when tho guest of the evening retired, and 
the gentlemen present dispersed in the 
utmost harmony. 

The Assault on Wm. Coiterman.— Yester- 
day the Hydah Indian who broke the head ol 
Wm. Copperumu with a brickbat on Sunday 
last, was tried for assault in the Police Court, 
the complaining witness having recovered 
sufficiently to appear and give erideuce. Mr- 
Bishop appeared for the prosecution. Tho 
cvidenco taken went to show that tho prisoner 
and a squaw— both druuk— were in Copper- 
man's yard, on Sunday last, making a uuisc ; 
Copperinan ordered the prisoner to leave tha 
premises, and pushed him ; the prisoner struck 
complainant with his fist, whereupon the latter 
seized a stick and beat the Indian until the 
blood (lowed from' Ilia head. Having finished 
the castigatiou, he turned and w alked into hi-* 
house, and was on the point of closing the 
door, wheu the Indian, smarting from the in- 
juries which he hud sustained, and maddened 
by the combined eflcets of drink and rage, 
hurled the mischievous brickbat which struck 
Mr. Coppcrinun on the head, and stretched him 
senseless on thu tloor. The prisoner then 
rushed into the house and kicked the pros- 
trate man, and Copperinan, partially regaining 
his seuses, seized a hatchet, when" his assailant 
retired. It was also shown in the evidence 
that Indiana resided in a cottage at the rear 
of Coppermau's store, and that the prisoner 
was visiting them when the affair occurred, 
and therefore had a slight show of right to be 
on the premises. Dr. Hell testified to the 
injury inflicted on Copperinan, which, although 
severe, was not dangerous. One of the wit- 
nesses (a white imiDj thought from what 
ho saw, that each combatant was to blame, 
and thu magistrate seemed to think so too. us 
lie fined the Indian £5 and Copperinan £ 1; 
remarking that while the native had no right 
to misbehave himself while ou complainant's 
premises, the latter should have called a police- 
man and hud him ejected, instead of under- 
taking to do so himself. 

Mourn of Stickben River. — Through infor- 
mation derived from parties recently from 
Slickcen River, wo learn that only schooners 
of light draft can cross the bar of the river at 
present, although when tho channel is surveyed 
and marked out, it is possible that vessels draw- 
ing twelve feet of water can enter. Point 
Elighfjeld, where the Stickeen village is located, 
is the place where sea-going cralt lie off aud 
discharge. The distance from this point lo 
whine the steamer Flying Dutchman received 
her freight is about five miles, and shippers had 
to employ such craft as may be about, lo con- 
vey their goods that distance, at an expense of 
from five to ten dollars a ton, according to the 
consciences ol the skippers employed. At the 
mouth of the river rain falls nearly all the 
lime, and good camping places are scarce. 

Manufacture of Rirt.Kn Cannon in 
Canada. — From the London (Canada Wesl) 
Prototype we learn that the recent experi- 
ments with tho rilled cannon manufactured 
at tho Toronto rolling mills were quite suc- 
cessful. The trial took place before tho 
ollieers of Iho Royal Artillery stationed at 
that place. Tho targel, which was con- 
structed of railroad iron to the depth of four 
and a half inches, laid upon a bed of oak of 
thirteen inches in thickness and faslenod by 
nails aud bolls, was pierced at tho range of 
360 yards. Thu shot penetrated both the 
iron and wood. 

Cause of Low Passage — The long passage 
of the steamer Thames from Loudon to Hono- 
lulu, was attributable to the machinery being 
out of order. She was 2M days iu reaching 
the Islands, and sailed again on the 2d iust. 
for this pert. She is fully due.

— The " Orphan of Geneva," 
a thrilling drama in tbrcu uefs, was performed 
last evening, with Miss Sweet us thu heroine 
The acting in this piece throughout was excel-' 
lent, all the characters being well represented' 
and especially those assumed by Messrs. Beatty, 
Potter, Thayer, and Craushaw. Miss Lulu's 
favorite baliad was encored. The performance 
concluded with the laughublb farce of the 
" Lottery Ticket," wherein Mr. Wood, in his 
favorite role ol Wormwood, kept the audience 
in a roar of laughter from beginning to end. 
The characters of Susuu aud Mrs. Corset were 
well sustained by Misses Dean and Howard, 
and Mr. Cranshaw's Charles was very well 
done. To-night a line bill will be offered. 

Codfish, Goiter and Indians. — Capt 
Molvin, of tho schooner Elizabeth, repoits 
finding extensive codfishing banks off Koy- 
faux, on the Northwest coast of British 
Columbia. The captain also brought down 
Some splendid specimens ol pure copper 
which he found on Queen Charlotte's Island. 
The Indians were generally very trouble- 
some — eternally requiring proseuts, aud, 
if refused, they took possession of thu vessel 
until their demands were gratified. On one 
occasion they cut the rigging and sails of the 
Elizabeth to pieces. 

Attempted Burglary. — A burglar entered 
a house in Fort street, last evening, iu the 
BOsenoo of its occupant, a female, and was 
engaged iu ransacking boxes aud drawers 
when the occupant returned in company 
with a male fiieud, whereupon the thief 
made a rush out of the house overturning in 
his flight bulb the lady aud her nttondaut, 
and escaping without being recognized. 
Nothing ol value was stolen. 

Butk Inlet Stock. — Wo observo with 
pleasure that the number of new shares 
taken up yesterday iu the Hulo Inlet Road 
Company was 125, If such confidence con- 
tinues, the proposed expedition will soon be 
able to start. It is much to be desired that 
this routu should be opened so that returning 
miners may be. able lo pass over it before 
next winter.

Thk Bloody Hand. — After the battle of 
Fair Oaks, the 42d New York Volunteers was 
among the regiments sent to protect the rear. 
The service was severe, for in addition to wea- 
risome labor in bridge building, the men were 
compelled to stand guard in the rain urn) mud. 
After several days und nights spent iu the per- 
formance ol this duty, the 4'2d was relieved 
und sent to the Iront for rest. Of Lieutenant 
Cooper, ol the 4'2d, the following singular in- 
cident is related : 

The men were so weary that sleeping in the 
mire was no hardship. He stretched himself 
recklessly and slept heavily. He supposed it 
was about sunrise when he was partially awak- 
ened. He was neither asleep nor awake, but 
in that delightfully drowsy condition, when the 
mind confused is apt to multiply by twelve, 
and lose its reckoning. Endeavoring to turu 
over he fancied he saw a hand before him — 
spectrc-like, ho thought, growing red by slow 
degrees. It seemed to him wun, und pale, and 
bloodleas. The palm wus; open towards him, 
and the fingers were spread out stillly, like a 
fan. He gazed at it earnestly, reasoning in 
obscurity with the feebleness of somnolency 
that it must be a hidtous dream. It did not 
move, bill he could not evade it. 

Thu thought atruuk him that it might be 
bis own hand benumbed. To assure him- 
self, hi) raised both his hands and gaaed 
at tUem steadfastly, looked at the other hand 
eagerly, and then again at his own. There 
were three hands the:e, indubitably. Still 
be thought tkera was some horrible delusion 
about it. He opened his hands, then closed 
them, then struck out with them. The other 
hand was fixed and immovable, but there 
whs no other man to (it the hand. At last, 
when worked into a state bordering' on 
terror, he wildly snatched at tho frightful 
vision — and awoke with a dead man's hand 
clasped lightly iu his own. Cooper had 
sunk to sleep upon a trench tilled with dead 
Rebels. Tho heavy rains had washed away 
the iouso soil, and the ghastly hand and 
forearm of a Rebel protruded from tho shal- 
low grave. 

Tun Scaroitv of Currency, — Thu New 
York Herald says : " The scarcity of currency 
is generally remarked. The conversions of the 
Sub-Treasury have ceastd almost altogether, 
from the simple reason that the legal tender 
notes are not to be had. The wunts of the 
Uovcrnmeut unci the requirctueuts of busiuuss 
havo scattered them over the country, leaving 
so lew of theui here at tho financial centre, 
that it would be a matter ol great diOiculty lo 
collect a hundred thousand dollars." This 
doesn't look as il thu additional issue of 
$160,000,000 would do much harm ; iu fact it 
seems to he, under the circumstances, a ne- 
cessity. 



Permanence of the Negro Rack. — There 
is one notable exception to tho law which ap- 
pears to doom all savuge races to extermina- 
tion as civilization colonizes their lands, or in 
any way conies in contact with them. Tho 
negroes alone — those found in Central Africa 
more especially— when brought into contact 
with Europeans. Their barbarism, or scmi- 
barbarism, seems fully capable of living side 
by side with our civilization, even under Hie 
most unfavorable circumstances, without suf- 
fering from the contrast. Yet they are by no 
means the finest race of savages either iutej- 
leclually or morally. Iu these respects, both 
the Mohicans and I lie Maories were lar ahead 
of » hem. Individuals among them have shown 
extraordinary capacity ol ull kinds ; out the 
mass of them are unquestionably barbarians, 
and barbarians of a low type. Yet their vi- 
tality is marvellous; Nothing seems to beat 
them down. They arc at least as prolific as 
the whiles. They live at least as long. Their 
physical strength, and their pliability of tem- 
per and constitution, arc nnalugotis and nearly 
equal to those of Europeans. In their own 
country, they flourish under every sort of bru- 
tal aud cruel rule. When transported to thu 
New World, even under the terrible disadvan- 
tages of slavery, they thrive and multiply in 
spito of almost any treatment. Cuba, where 
there arc scarcely any women, and Hayti, 
where there has been little but anarchy, oiler, 
perhaps the only exceptions. There is evi- 
dently no extinction to fear for them. Y"et 
their progress in real civilization seems slow 
and superficial, as lar us we are yet able to 
judge. What it may be under more favor- 
able and more righte6us circumstances, re- 
mains- lo bo seen. The extent to which 
they can advantageously amalgamate with 
Europeans, aud tho relations under which 
they can live among them, are problems 
yet unsolved. We entirely concur in 
Mr. Merivalc's conclusion, that aboriginal 
and savage tribes can only bo reclaimed and 
preserved — if eithei process bo possible — by 
amalgamation j that is, by blending with and 
living among the civilized races who have 
colonized or subdued their land — not as 
equals (except in the eye of morality and 
law.) but in some carelully guarded relation 
of pupilage, of master and servant, dictated 
by and arising out of the actual fact of their 
inferiority, whither that inferiority be tem- 
porary or permanent, the resell oT organiza- 
tion or merely of antecedent circumstances. 
Juxtaposition, without amalgamation, must 
be fatal to iho inferior race. This apparent- 
ly decreed extermination of tho old native 
races of new countries is sad enough, and 
often sinful enough loo, i:i the process] but 
is it a matter for grief as lo the result? Arc 
not the purposes of the Creator best carried 
out, and the destinies of humanity most truly 
fulfilled, by peopling tho world with its 
nobler and its stronger .races, rather than 
with the feebler and loss capable? Is there 
any real property in a continent or in a vasl 
island vested iu the original inhabitants, 
which should make us feel as if an injustice 
bad been committed when (hoy are super- 
seded by higher intelligences and more 
vigorous organizations, provided no inequit- 
able or unkind acls have hastened or accom- 
panied the process? Can any section, any 
family, any oiu:.s or race of man, be entitled 
to warn off the rest from a territory which bo 
does not cultivate nor use, nor need, ou ihe 
plea that it is bounded by a certain sua, or 
river, or range of mountains, and that all 
within those limits belongs to him? Can 
any one think, for example, that Australia 
"belonged" to the wretched Papuan savage, 
or that it would have been better, juster, 
more righteous, or more desirable in any 
sense, that it should have been loft tu be 
peopled by his decendanis than by ours? 
Two hundred years hence, will nut the 
world present lo its Maker a more welcome 
aspect when inhabited by humanity in its 
loftiest, rather than in its lowest forms ? All 
that we need care for is that, iu ull our inter- 
course with feebler and poorer races, we 
scrupulously "do justly and love mercy," 
and then leave God's laws to operate as He 
designed, and lo work out the results which 
He foresaw, — North British Review. 



Our Country Calls: "To Arms! To 
Arms!" — The recent rumor, that California 
would be called upon to draft for the quota 
of the 300,000 recruits no w wanted in Ihe 
Federal Army has caused a great rush lor 
ihe statutes. Lawyers are button-holed on 
the streets; editors are bored in thoir sanc- 
tums by men eager to know whether their 
mimes must go into the fatal box. We have 
given the subject much thought, and give 
our readers Ihe benefit of our reflection. Ti.e 
chances of getting into (lie army, in favor of 
our retiring laboring classes, men in strictly 
private life, are small. There is a very largo 
class of patriots iu this city whose leisure 
has enabled them lo Watch every movement 
of the army, and so much have they been 
absorbed in Ibis, thai their feelings have 
been outraged and their blood heated by the 
audacity ol treason. They have seized 
every spare moment from their official duties 
— every moment that their private interests 
in the success of the Union parly would al- 
low ihem, to nobly "sustain the Administra- 
tion," by words of patriotic fire, daily spoken 
to admiring crowds ou Montgomery street. 
Some of '.hem have told us from the hustings 
how true they arc lo the Union — they desire 
to see the war prosecuted (ill the last traitor 
is hanged or shot. They are willing and 
anxious lo serve their country. Tnousands 
have caught their enthusiasm and enlisted 
before ihey could reach Ihe recruiting office. 
They aro still waiting, and when the reveille 
sounds, and Gen. Ellis' voice of command is 
heard — " Fall into ranks; front dress" — 
nouo will step to the music of ihe Union with 
more alacrity than these patriots. What il 
tho law does exempt for strabismus or gout, 
neuralgia, or a cough ; what if il does limit 
the ages between 1!) and 4o — they will nut 
claim exemption, not they. They would 
scorn to plead the statute of limitations in a 
debt lo thoir country, as they would in n deb| 
to their neighbor, Ollice-seeking will be 
abandoned ; official positions resigned ; oth» 
era may go to the Legislature, or sit in pub- 
lic places in Ihe Mint, Ihe Custom House, 
the l'ost Ollice and the Oily Hall, but their 
Country calls, und they will insist on the draft 
being made from their number. Heretofore 
the rush has kepi ihem back ; now there 's a 
chance. Thoy have not been Presidents, 
Vico Presidents, Committee men and Orators 
in Iho great Union meetings for nothing. 
Thoy will insist upon a preference, So, 
keep cool, you mechanics and laborers, who 
havn't said much about your patriotism. 
You must give these menu chance. They 
haven't been in the army yet. — S, F, Call,
